PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  19&5. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  one 
hundred  and  twenty  six,  representing  a decrease  of  seventeen  from 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  three  registered  still- 
births, two  babies  died  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  another  two 
died  before  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  of  life.  One  infant  was  regis- 
tered as  having  died  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and 
before  reaching  the  first  birthday  No  woman  died  as  a result  of  preg- 
nancy, childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  forty,  a 
decrease  of  five  from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Fifty  people 
died  of  heart  disease,  twenty  four  of  cancer  and  twenty  of  'stroke'. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during 
1965.  Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  but  no  one  died 
of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a portion  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be  found

The  bulk  of  milk  supply  in  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  one 
wholesale  dairy  and  is  distributed  by  retailer  roundsmen. 
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The  milk  obtained  from  the  largest  supplier  is  pasteurised. 

A small  quantity  is  faUm  bottled  and  is  not  pasteuised.  There  is 
also  a little  milk  in  cartons  and  this  is  slowly  increasing  as  the 
public  is  becoming  accustomed  to  packaging. 

Brucella  abortus 


25  samples  were  taken  from  suppliers  «f  raw  milk  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  for  examination.  8 
were  initially  satisfactory  and  17  gave  a positive  initial  reaction 
but  further  testing  proved  that  these  17  samples  too  were  satisfactory. 

FOOD  AND  DRUG-S  ACT,  1955 
Food  inspection. 

Food  premises  have  been  inspected  and  considerable  quantities  of 
food  inspected  both  on  the  premises  and  at  the  office.  The  quantity 
of  food  varies  considerably,  but  it  is  greater  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  catering  business  expands.

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ICE-CREAM 


Thero  aro  forty-four  registered  distributors  in  the  Borough, 
most  of  these  selling  nationally  known  products  in  pre-packed  form. 
There  are  still  two  concerns  making  ice-cream  for  consumptien  on  the 
premises  or  elsewhere,  and  there  has  been  a tendency  towards  soft 
ice-cream  in  consumable  wafers  or  cones.  Soft  ice-cream  does  lend 
itself  to  more  chances  of  contamination  and  increased  sampling  will 
be  required.

I MFBRNATI 0 NAL  HEALTH 

The  International  Sanitary  Regulations,  (World  Health 
Regulations  No.  2)  to  which  Great  Britain  is  a signatory  power,  require 
the  certification  of  international  vaccination  and  inoculation  documents 
for  persons  living  within  the  Borough  and  proceeding  to  overseas  des- 
tinations. 133  certificates  were  authenticated  in  the  prescribed  manner 
for  this  puipose. 

Stocks  of  Cholera  and  Smallpox  Certificates  are  maintained  in 
the  Department  and  can  be  authenticated  at  any  time  in  an  emergency. 


FACTORIES  ACTS.  1947  — 1 96l 

There  are  56  factotires  registered  in  the  Borough,  52  are  power 
operated  and  4 non-power.  Responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  power 
operated  factories  is  vested  in  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service,  except  for  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation.  In  the 
non-power  factories  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  matters 
concerned  v/ith  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilatian, 
drainage  of  floors  and  sanitation. 
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The  Factory  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  notifies  the  existence 
of  building  operations  and  works  of  engineering  construction  in 
order  that  the  Council  may  enforce  the  requirements  «f  Section  7 of 
the  Act,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  on  those  sites  or  places 
of  work,  and  in  this  connection  eight  communications  were  received. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  for 
persons  employed  on  building  or  engineering  works,  or  indeed  on  any 
new  project,  is  essential.

Refuse  collection,  together  with  other  salvage  and  disposal, 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  Domestic  and  trade 
refuse  are  normally  collected  once  weekly,  but  in  certain  cases 
more  frequent  collections  are  arranged. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  at  Felinymor,  and  soil  from  the  site  is 
used  for  covering. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  proper  refuse  bins  has  been 
noted,  but  there  are  still  many  improvised  containers  in  use 
and  the  question  of  enforcing  the  use  of  proper  bins  may  have  to  be 
considered,  ps  appeals  appear  to  have  had  little  result.  A few 
refuse  bins  with  rubber  covers,  and  still  fewer  with  rubber  bases,  are  in 
use  and  where  provided  they  have  reduced  noise  to  the  benefit  of  the 
immediate  locality.  Some  encouragement  of  this  tendency  is  worthwhile. 


LICENSED  • VICTUALLING  AND  CLUBS 


Inspections  are  made  annually  in  these  premises  and  a fairly 
high  standard  has  been  achieved. 

However,  the  continuous  growth  in  business  has  resulted  in 
consumer  facilities  being  extended  to  the  limit  without  sufficient 
toilet  accommodation  to  match,  and  the  development  of  these  old 
premises  has  in  many  cases  reached  its  maximum,  so  that  further 
extension  can  only  be  achieved  by  demolition  and  re-building,  or 
very  extensive  reconstruction. 
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SWIMMING-  BATH  AND  PADDLING  POOL 


The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  owned  by  the 
University  College  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth,  and  its  use  is  restricted 
to  Students,  College  Staff  and  families,  a.nd  during  term  time  this 
facility  is  extended  to  cover  pupils  of  the  local  Grammar  School, 
Secondary  Modern  School  and  the  College  of  Further  Education.  The 
standard  of  maintenance  and  cleanliness  is  \ary  high. 

The  Council  owns  a paddling  pool  on  the  Promenade  and  this  is 
mechanically  filled  with  sea  water  and  emptied,  by  gravity.  The 
pool  is  very  popular  with  children  and  refilled  daily  with  sea-water. 
Although  the  pool  is  chlorinated  every  time  it  is  refilled,  difficulty 
arises  in  maintaining  this  condition  as  the  intensity  of  use,  especially 
during  the  peak  season,  soon  destroys  the  chlorinatior.  in  such 
shallow  water  subjected  to  continuous  use  by  toddlers  who  to  make 
matters  worse  sometimes  wear  napkins  under  their  bathing  clothing. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 


Thirty-seven  dwellings  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council  which 
permits  its  special  vehicle  to  empty  cesspools  in  the  Borough  on  a 
repayment  basis  is  acknowledged  and  it  provides  a very  necessary 
facility. 

Antaron  Avenue  and  Penyranchor  areas  are  still  not  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  and  in  those  localities  lie  most  of  the  cess' 
pools  requiring  regular  service. 


HOUSING 

Private  construction  numbered  20  dwellings,  and  no  new  Council 
dwellings  were  completed.  The  housing  demand  shows  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year  from  28A  to  a total  of  3A1  applications.  As  will 
be  seen  in  the  table  below  about  dCffo  of  these  were  in  respect  of 
couples  or  those  with  one  child.  This  figure  is  nearly  constant. 
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There  were  89  new  applications  compared  with  82  in  the 
previous  year,  and  arising  from  these,  accommodation  is  required  forl65 
persons. 

Some  23  new  lettings  were  effected  from  the  Housing  List, 
accommodation  being  provided  for  84  persons.  Transfers  were  arranged 
for  l6  families,  comprising  52  persons,  in  pursuance  of  the  maximum 
use  of  housing  accommodation.  In  addition  1 mutual  exchange  involving 
6 persons  was  effected.  Thus  142  persons  in  all  wore  provided  with 
housing  accommodation  during  the  year.

From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  requirements  for 
two  bedroom  dwellings  at  76$  show  a slight  decrease,  whilst  that 
for  three  and  four  bedroom  dwellings  has  increased.

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The  outstanding  demand  is  still  from  applicants  who  could  he 
housed  in  two  bedroom  dwellings;  couples  and  those  with  one  child  or 
dependent  are  considered  suitable  size  "units".  The  number  of  applicants 
with  two  or  more  children  is  2%  of  total.  There  is  some  indication 
that  three  bedroom  dwellings  are  a popular  size  for  most  families. 

The  outstanding  short -ge  of  accommodation  has  been  for  elderly- 
persons  requiring  one  or  two  bedroom  accommodation,  particularly  in 
the  town  area,  as  the  more  hilly  parts  of  Pcnparcau  are  considered  to 
be  difficult  by  many  elderly  persons. 

Due  to  the  changing  pattern  of  employment  many  people  stay  in  the 
town  for  relatively  short  periods,  even  in  the  higher  income  groups, 
and  a constant  demand  remains  for  letting  accommodation.  One,  two 
and  three  bedroom  dwellings  are  urgently  needed  by  University  staff, 
Civil  Service,  employees  of  National  undertakings,  Local  G-overnment, 
and  other  occupations.  Young  newly  married  couples  and  married  students 
have  special  needs  for  small  accommodation  requiring  little  furniture.

The  table  above  includes  the  result  of  10  block  inspections  which  have 
covered  a considerable  part  of  the  town  in  addition  to  the  routine  complaint 
and  infestation  work. 

The  sewers  were  treated  once  during  the  year  and  each  manhole  was 
inspected,  pre-baited  and  poisoned.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  major  sewer 
or  surface  infestation  in  the  Borough,  but  there  is  still  evidence  of  minor 
infestations,  more  particularly  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town.  It  would 
appear  that  the  constat  w ork  in  this  respect  is  responsible  for  the  reasonably 
satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  380  manholes  known  tv  exist  and  a record  is  kept  in  respect 
of  each  one. 

Infestation  complaints  number  112,  ~!&  regarding  rats  and  36  regarding 
mice.  Each  complaint  was  followed  by  action  to  secure  abatement. 

Disinfestation  - Vermin 

Treatment  was  carried  out  in  1 2 business  and  domestic  premises  for 
infestation  by  fleas,  beetles  and  ants.  Charges  were  made  and  advice  was 
given v/he re  necessary.

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DISINFECTION 

A disinfection  was  carried  out  in  one  case  for  infectious  diesease. 
The  steam  disinfector  owned  by  the  Council  is  sited  in  the  Council 
Yard.  Equipment  is  available  for  use  in  an  emergency.
